The food may look

can start growing in vegetables 
which 
have 
stood 
too 
long 
between 
steps 
in 
gathering, 
preparing, putting into jars and 
processing This is particularly 
true of corn and other starchy 
vegetables.

Then quickly prepare, 
put into jars and process in a 
stearn-pressure canner for the 
right length of time at the right 
pressure for your altitude. Then 
your canned vegetables will be 
as safe as any food can be But it 
you still have misgivings, turn 
the food into a saucepan and let 
it boil 15 minutes, stirring often, 
before tasting
